here late today by Prime Minister Lloyd 
George and Premier Briand. 
The two 


statesmen will meet at the Villa of Sir 
Philip Sassoon, where they have held 
conference in the past. 
The French 


plan is broadly a project for adminis- 
tration and taxing for the benefit of the 
allies, the Ruhr coal basin and some 
parts of the Westphalian industrial dis- 
trict' of Germany.

Philip's villa, Belcaire. last night and 
advices from Paris today stated that 
M. Briand, accompanied by Philippe J. 
L. Berthelot, general secrtary of the 
French foreign office, had left at 8:40 
o'clock this morning for England. 


The two premiers were understood 


today to be in agreement as to the gen- 
eral plan to be followed, but it was said 
they wished to have a complete'mutual 
understanding of what was to be done 
early in May, if in the interval the 
German government does not submit 
acceptable proposals. 
A fresh German 


proposal is expected to be submitted to 
the allies immediately, but even its 
serious discussion would seem to be 
conditioned upon satisfactory guaran- 
tee of execution. Guarantee of a ma- 
terial sort would not have been expect- 
ed at the time of the London confer- 
ence early in March but the situation 
is regarded by the French government 
as having been greatly changed in Ger- 
many. 


Information gathered here this morn- 


ing indicated that Germany's latest of- 
fer to assist in the reconstruction of 
devastated areas in France and Bel- 
gium would be probably to exert any 
influenc^ f>n the deliberations of the 
French "arm .Brfftsh premiers. 
It was 


pointed out that Germany made a sim- 
ilar suggestion at the conference early 
in March and that it was not seriously 
considered. 
On that occasion France 


replied she had already spent upwards 
of 1,000,000,000 pounds on reconstruc- 
tion and looked for Germany to re- 
munerate her. It appears that the 
present German government is in a 
weak position, information to this effect 
being received by allied commissions in 
Berlin. 


A certain amount of indulgence had 
been felt toward the German cabinet 
because of the knowledge that it did 
not possess the united support of the 
country, which is divided among the 
imperialists, the two Socialist parties, 
the Centrists and the Liberals, with 
the Pan German sects and the Stinnes 
group 
exerting 
powerful 
influence. 


There is slight probability, according to 
official advices reaching the allied gov- 
ernments that these German political 
groups will be able to agree upon com- 
bined- policy. 
French government authorities are 


understood to raise the question wheth- 
er undertakings entered upon by the 
present German cabinet would be likely 
to be carried out by one subsequently- 
established. 
Field Marshal Wilson and Marshal 


Foch, heads respectively of the British 
and French armies, will not, take part 
in the conversations between the two 
premiers.

States to act as arbitrator of the re- 
parations problems and the American 
rejection of that role brought into the 
situation certain complexities, which 
seemed to place the British and French 
premiers questions of considerable deli- 
cacy. Th view that the answer of the 
"Washington government had intimat- 
ed a readiness to act as intermediary 
in bringing about 
new 
negotiations 
gained ground here yesterday and add- 
ed considerably to the pre-occupation 
felt in official circles over the repara- 
tion settlement. 
It appeared certain that Mr. Lloyd 
George and M. Briand would be called 
upon at their meeting at Lympne to- 
morrow either to reject the good offi- 
ces of the United States or reopen ne- 
gatiations but today there seemed to 
toe a feeling that the announcement of 
Germany's 
policies 
might clear the 


•way for the premiers to reach a decis- 
ion without rejecting any offers that 
might come from the American capital. 


On the eve of the Lympne confer- 
ence, Germany has signified her will- 
ingness to place 
immediately at the 


disposal of the allies all assistance for, 
the reconstruction of the devasted areas

Washington, April 23.—The German 


reply to Secretary Hughes' communi- 
cat-'jn offering to consider bringing to 
the attention of the allies any repara- 
tions proposals that government might 
make, was looked for today at the state 
department. The offer was made by the 
secretary in answer to a request from 
Germany that this government act as 
mediator iu the reparations dispute, a 
request which he declined to grant. 


In case German proposals are re- 


ceived for transmission it is understood 
that the American government will first 
advise the allies separately of their 
character and if a disposition is then 
shown by the powers to consider them, 
will transmit them formally to the-allies 
as a whole. 
At the same time, the 


American government will not serve as 
sponsor, for the proposals or assume 
any obligations that might prove em- 
barrassing in bringing them to the at- 
tention of the allies. 


The United States, it has been pointed 


out, stands squarely with the allies in 
demanding that Germany must pay to 
the full extent of her ability and there- 
fore intends to examine closely whatever 
reparations proposals are made in the 
light of their common interests.

GERMANY OFFERS TO 
RAN GOLD EXPORTATION 


I'aris, April 23.—Germany, instead of 


cither agreeing or refusing to transfer 
the gold reserve of the Reichsbank to 
occupied territory in the Rhineland, as 
the allied reparations commission had 
demanded, has offered to agree not to 
expert or permit the exportation of 
gold from Germany before October 1 
next. 


Germany's note in reply to the repar- 


ations commission, delivered to the com- 
mission today, in which this offer is 
tendered, says her proffered agreement 
would adequately protect the allies, who 
had demanded the transfer because the 
second paragraph of Article 248 of the 
treaty of Versailles, prohibiting the ex- 
portation of gold, becomes inoperative 
.May 1. 


The second paragraph of Article 248 


of the peace treaty reads: 


"Up to May 1, 1921, the German gov- 


ernment shall not export or dispose of, 
and shall forbid the. export or disposal of 
gold without the previous approval of 
the allied and associated powers acting 
through the reparations commission." 


This proviso was intended to prevent 


Germany, should she fail to do so, from 
disposing of any of her gold holdings 
prior to final setlement. of the amount 
and methods of her reparations pay- 
ments.

Ford Transmission. 


Aa there are in the neighborhood of 


t.UOO.OOO Ford cars in service, and as 
eircumstances may arise, because of 
which many of our 
readers may at 


some time own a Ford, in addition to 
ther present car, or alone, it is well 
worth while to study the special trans- 
mission used on it. 


The transmission of the Ford car is 


known at Planetary Transmission, be 
cause the various sets of gears are al- 
ways maintained in the 
same plane, 


thy qgver being shifted 
as are those 
used on most cars. 


On the Foid the 
clutch and trans- 


mission are built together, and it might 
also be said that the foot or service 
brake Is built into the transmission, the 


E than to the gear D, the gears F and 
G will now roll on E and so simply 
drive the gear D and its drum back 
ward.

You will note that no gears are shift- 


ed, the connecting of the engine to the 
rear wheels being accomplished by the 
tightening of the band on the drum, as 
to hold it from revolving; while

disconnecting is accomplished by the, 
freeing of this band. 


If the gears D and G were ten Inches 


in diameter, and the gear E six inches, 
while F was four inches, then the lev- 
erage of the pin C would be 5 to 1, but

The purpose of the planetray trans- 
mission it. exactly the bamc as that of 
other 
transmissions, namely, to give 


the engine a leverage 
and 
different 


speed ratios, and to give a means for 
driving the oak car backward. 


Let us bee how the Planetary Trans- 
mission accomplishes it= purnosp. 


Suppose we wanted to move a safe 


which would require a pressure of 500 
pounds at the point B, Fig. 1. If there 
were an obstruction, or f ulcrum.on the 
ground as A, we could take a crowbar 
and, by using it as shown, move the 
safe with but 100-pound pressure on its 
end, 
C. Thus 
we have a level of 5 
to 1. 


Xow study Fig. 2. Let us take the 


teeth of the stationary gear A as the 
obstruction of tulcrum as above, and 
let us assume that 
the 
teeth of the 


movable gear B are where we want the 
pressure as at B of the safe. Then to 
exert a prehsure of 500 pounds at B 
only 100 will be 
needed at C. 
The 
gears C might be regarded as a flat 
crowbar. 


It is but a step to change the portion 


of gears shown in Fig. 2 to full gears, 
as 
shown 
in Fig. o (and in Fig. 4, 


which is a side view. The point C we 
con convert into a pin and we can 
have this pin on the flywheel of the 
engine. 


As we will want to release the gears, 
the same as the 
sliding gears 
are 


brought into neutral, there will have 
to be some means furnished to accomp- 
lish this. This can be done by attack 
ing a brake drum to the gear D which 
is to be held stationary, and having a 
foot-operated gand on this, so that the 
drum can be held stationary or be re- 
leased at will. 


By observing Fig. 4, you will ontice 


that when the drum K is held station- 
ary by the band L, and the flywheel, 
and, 
therefore, 
engine is revolvingt 
that the gears F and G. will roll aboul 
D, and so drive the gear E, which is 
connected to the rear wheels through 
the propeller shaft, etc. The gears F 
and G might be regarded as a revolv- 
ing crowbar. 
When, 
however, the 


band L is freed, then the drum K will 
be freed, and as there will now be more 
resistance to the revolving of the gear 


pin C and so there will be a resulting 
reverse 
leverage. 
Were the crank 


circle six inches, only six-tenths (6.19) 
of the pressure of the crank would be 
extorted on the pin C. Thus the re- 
sulting leverage would be but (6.10) six- 
tenths of five, or 3 to 1. 


I have assumed the crank circle as 
the same diameter as the gear E, to 
simplify matters. 
This will be found 


to be a fair assumption if the leverage 
is figured out in detail to the rear 
wheels. The calculations 
will resolve 
themselves to this.

If the gears U and O are of the same 
diameter, or have the name number of 
teeth (which they must have If the 
name diameter), then when th« pin C 
has made a complete revolution, the 
gear G will have made a complete re- 
volution about the pin. and the tooth 
A will again be in the position shown. 
Now the gear F has but fortx 
teeth, 


while B will have sixty, and ib when 
it makes a complete revolution It will 
have rolled around but two-thirds o* E. 
In other words, the tooth B will be In 
mesh with the tooth 
H of gear E. 


Now as the gears F and G are one 
piece, when gear G has made one rev- 
olution, gear F will also have 
made 


one revolution and the 
tooth B will 


have to be in the-position shown. In 
order, therefore, f«r the tooth B to be 
meshed with the tooth H,v the gear E 
will have had to travel so that H 
comes to 'B, which will be one-third of 
a revolution. Thus for every revolu- 
tion of the flywheel the gear E will 
make a third of a revolution or, ex- 
pressing it differently, the engine will 
make three revolutions for one of the 
gear. 


As the gears F and E are brought 


more enarly to the same diameter the 
greater will be the engine speed. Thus 
If they had forty-five 
and 
fifty-five 
teeth, gear B would move for only ten 
of its fifty-live 
teeth and the engine 
speed would be 5.5 to 1. 


When the gears, that is, alj four, are 


of the same size, there will be no car 
speed, while if F is made larger than 
E, thus crossing the neutral point, the 
car will reverse. 
How this principle 


is usetl for 
reversing 
will be shown 
next.

FOR COWS. 


Whore the hay crop is short or 


where an abundance of hay for feed*

Pea. and oat hay consists of field peas 


and oa.fs grown in a mixture and cut 
at the proper time for making into 
hay.

first, the oats being sown more shal- 
low than the peas. 


A minture of a bushel and a half 


each of poas and oaits seems to be 
the mo:,t preferable amount of seed 
per acre for growing this combination 
of hay h-o that it may be crued easily 
and yet retain a high feeding value. 


Good yields at the Ohio Experiment 


station have been secured by using the

the germinabihty and freedom from dis- 
ease of seed sweet corn have made ex- 
tensive use of the modified rag-doll ger- 
mmator test developed b.v the United 
States Department of Agriculture in co- 
operation with the Indiana Agricultural 
Experiment Station. One canning plant 
m Michigan installed 
a 
germinator 


which permitted the testing of 7,000 ears 
per week, and kept it in operation all 
winter. This enterprise is an evample 
of effective co-operation on the part of 
the canners with their farmer growers. 
The testing when done on this large 
scale by the canners is much more uni- 
form than if done by the 
individual 


farmers. The increased vigor and yield 
of the corn crop give beter profits to 
growers and canners.
